Chief Justice Fuller Gives 


Opinion in Notable 
'

Washington, May 24.—The case of 


John F. Shipp, sheriff of Hamilton 
county, Tenn., and nine others, charged, 
with contempt of the s'upreme court of 
the United States in connection with 
tho lynching of a negro named Ed 
Johnson .at Chattanooga in March, 
1905, was finally'disposed of by .that 
court today in an opinion by Chief 
Justice Fuller, which directed that an 
attachment issue for Shipp, his deputy, 
libson, and defendants' Williams, No- 
an, Padgett and May. • The inforrria- 
ion as'to Deputy Sheriff 
Galloway 


ind Justice and Ward, three of' the 
defendants, was dismissed. 


- Basis of Charge of Contempt. 
The: charge of . contempt, against 


Shipp and his co-defendants .was' due 
.0 the fact that when Johnson w;ls 
ynched he -was constructively, in the 
custody. of the court. 
Only, a month 


before the negro had been found guilty 
of the crime of rape and had been 
sentenced to death. The supreme court 
had taken cognizance of the case by 
granting an appeal, from a. decision of 
.he.United States circuit court,.deny- 
ng him a writ 'of habeas corpus, which 
effected.a stay of proceedings in'the 
convict's case. 
The appeal ."was al- 


lowed March' 29 and that night John- 
son was taken out of the jail at Chat- 
tanooga and hanged. This action was 
strongly resented by. the court and im- 
mediately complaint was. made 
to 


President Roosevelt, who ordered an 
investigation by the department.of jus- 
tice. ' That investigation - resulted in 
the filing of the court by the attorney 
general in May, 1905, of an "informa- 
tion," In which Shipp and nine of his 
deputies and seventeen other persons 
were charged w)th .complicity in the 
lynching, Shipp and some of his sub-

It will lie with 
the court to determine the degree of. 
punishment that may be inflicted up- 
on the men found guilty. 


Justice Peckham delivered a d's- 


senting opinion declaring that there 
was not "the slightest testimony to 
support the charge against Shipp."

Wheat at $1.50 Makes Some 


Action by Bakers a 


Necessity. 


Realizing that bread is a staple ne- 


cessity without which hardly anyone 
does, the bakers of the city are en- 
deavoring to find some way to avert 
an increase in the bread price and 
turn the advance into some other ave- 
nue which would enable them to kee'ir 
above board. A rise in flour to a min- 
imum of $6.60 per barrel following the 
advance in wheat to $1.50 per bushel 
today makes some concerted 
action 


a necessity, it Is said, if they wish to 
keep from losing. 


In 'regard to the cakes and pastry, 


the bakers argue that a much smaller 
percentage of people use them and 
that they are therefore a luxury. The 
general price on cakes has been 10 
cents per:dozen and the figure, that 
may be asked by the bakers Is 12 
cents. 


Wheat and flour have been rising 


steadily for the past two months until 
now the latter article is about $1.20 
per barrel more than last year. Yet 
during this time the bakers have sold 
their bread at the same old price of 5 
cents por loaf. And this is the price 
they -want to continue selling it at pro- 
vided some, means to avert an increase 
can be invented.

and will send two to China this -win- 
ter. 
We have •; missions for the Ital- 


ians in Wellsville, O., Chicago and 
Milwaukee."

pending millions on hospitals to cure, 
irisons to punish and police to repress 
hem.

DIFFICULTIES SETTLED. 


Development of Chinese Iron Mine* 


Will Now Go Forward. 


Amoy, China, May 24.—There has en- 


tered a period of renewed activity in 
the development of the Awtowa iron 
mines, located fifty miles northwest of 
Tsuan Tsiu. Work on this enterprise 
has been suspended for the last ten 
months because of the exorbitant roy- 
alties demanded by the government 
from 30 to 50 per cent, and as a re- 
sult of the Japanese protest against 
the employment of other than Japa- 
nese engineers. These 'difficulties now 
have been removed; Britich or Ameri- 
can engineers are to be employed and 
the payment of royalties has been tem- 
porarily suspended. They may be later 
assessed at from 6 to 20 per cent, of 
the output. An old report by an Eng- 
ll^jj expert says the magnetic iron ore 
at these mines' is 90 percent, pure and 
sufficient to supply the world for four 
centuries. The district is rich''in coal, 
lime and other minerals and the dis- 
tance to tide water is only fifty miles. 


A Chinese company was organized 


about a year and a half ago to operate 
the properties mentioned. 
It has a 


capital of. $2,000,000 and the develop- 
ment of the mine includes the con- 
struction ' of fifty miles 
of narrow 


gauge railroad.
